Warden’s Report. 

lllrWarden Robinson writes from Mount 
Ida, under date January 31, as follows : 

This district has been visited with extra- 
ordinary heivvy rains, which had the effect 
of causing all the rivers and streams to be 
flooded. The rain began on the night of 
January 1st, and continued without inter- 
mission for nearly three days. On tho 
second day, the flood came down the Hog- 
bum Gully, carrying away all tho works 
of the two “ Dead Level” companies, which 
consisted of long and expensive tail-races, 
constructed up the middle of the gully. 
Other mining companies also suffer^ 
severely, especially Cooper’s party in Enter- 
prise Gully, whofe tunnel tad-race was in 
a great measure destroyed. Even the 
smallest creeks became ' roaring torrents, 
and ware for a while utterly impassable. 
The Taieri River could not be crossed for 
about ten days. Tho mail from Dunedin 
was delayed for about four days, and that 
from tho Dunstan for a like period. At 
St. Bathans, some injury was done to the 
flushing channels, but that was about the 
extent of the mischief. Since the flood, a 
great deal of time has been lost in repairing 
damages. As regards the “Dead Level” 
races, it seems scarcely possible to restore 
them, for they are in nv)st places absolutely 
qblitcrateil or covered over completely with 
tailings brought down from above by the 
rush of the water. 

Considerable excitement at, present pre- 
vails at Naseby in consequence of the 
“ strike” of the miners, who have resolved 
to pay no longer tbo rate exacted by tha 
water companies — viz., £2 lOs per Hog- 
bum head of water. There have been 
several meetings, at which the miners have 
come to the resolution to pay no more 
th.an 30.S per head for water. It is under- 
stood that the water-race owners have 
declined to supply water at that price, and 
hence the cessation of work. The “ Hog- 
bum head" is a stream flowing , for eight 
hours through an aperture of 16 square 
inches, sectional measurement, while tho 
Government head is 40 inches for 24 hours, 
so that the Government head may be 
roughly stated as equal to aeven-and-a-half 
Hogburn heads. Both parties to the dis- 
pute appear very confident and determined, 
bat the utmost good order has prevailed. 
It is not improbable that a compromise 
will be effected. 

A thick reef has been discovered at the 
Otekaike, on a spur between that river 
and the Marewhenuo. It is said to show 
a prospect of over two ounces to the ton. 
A prospecting claim has been applied for, 
and several other claims have been taken 
up. The reef appears to be about five 
feet thick, but little gold is to be seen in 
the stoue. 



A desperate pugilistic encounter between 
two men with only one arm each is des- 
cribed by a Melbourne contemporary as 
follows : — Each twitted the other with 
being a drnnken one-armed vagabond — 
then commenced a fight between them. 
Having each but one arm iu tho fight, 
they used their legs, and ultimately rolled 
on the floor, the one cripple locked in tho 
arm of the other. ' They fought like tigera; 
ultimately the most crippled of the two 
had to seek refuge in Demliquin Hospital, 
he liaving severely injured the stumps of 
tho fingers (which were partially destroyed) 
of tho only hand he had left. He main- 
tained his wife and children, he said, by 
begging, and was having his Christmas 
spree out. His antagonist called at tho 
Hospital to see him previous to leaving 
the district — a bit of politeness more gone- 
rally belonging to the French school, es- 
pecially after a passage of arms.

It is a fact much to he regretted that 
affairs have been so badly managed in this 
district that it has gained little from its 
large contributions to tho revenue. The 
roads, with one exception, are those formed 
by nature. We leave out of consideration 
tho main trunk line of road to the 
Wakatip, as that cannot be styled, by any 
stretch of imagination, a local imd. It 
has also been’ usual to credit Ci’Oinwell 
with the cost of the bridge ; but tins is 
also part and portion, of the main line of 
road, and consequently a provincihl work, 
of vfilue to the Province at large. Tho 
contribution doled out to the Corpomtion 
for they cut it short of one year’s reve- 
nue — baa not been anything moio than 
legislative enactment entitled the town to. 
In the matter of Public Werks wc have 
been entirely neglected ; and though we 
do not approve of comparisons, we must 
flay tho Wakatip has l«en petted, and its 
slightest wants attended to. It has re- 
cently had a road to the head of tho Lake 
formed, while water communication to the 
same place existed ; Queenstown has just 
obtained 600 acres of splendid commonage 
for its Use ; the local paper reports that its 
already good Court-house is to be improved 
by the addition of rooms which will just 
double its size, that a new Postroffice is to 
be built, and that a second road to Moke 
Creek b to be opened. These are only 
flome of the works in progress in that fa- 
voured dbfcrict. We will not enumerate 
the Shotover Bridge, for that b like the 
Cromwell Bridge, a provincial work. But 
we do say tliat considering oui Ivrgc popu- 
lation, which contributes at the rate of 
per head to the provincial revenue, we are 
at least entitled to our fair share of tlie 
public expenditure. Our post-office and 
telegraph station is a mere box. Why 
should the General Government not build 
a new one ^ ‘ We know it will be made a 
charge upon proviucial revenue ; so will 
the Queenstown one. But we urgently 
require one, while the latter place could 
do for a year or two longer with its present 
Tliey, howevei-, properly

An adjourned meeting of the Cromwell 
Library Committee was held in the Town-hall 
on the evening of Friday last. Present — Messrs 
Pteahaw, Marsh, Mackellar, and Fraer. . Mr 
Wliotter, the president, waa in the chair. The 
object of the meeting appeanxl to be, to deoido 
what steps should be taken towards tho erection 
of an Athensum Hall. It was shown from the 
minute-book that a resolution was passed in 
August last appointing a Bub-committeD to re- 
port upon the best means of floating a public 
company for the erection of a hall ^ and in the 
annual report submitted to a meeting of sub 
acriberB held on the 16th November, the Com, 
mittee recommended the dcBirability of having a 
building for the use of the library. That report 
was adopted, but it appeared that nothing had 
been done towards carrying out the recotnmen- 
dation. Mr Marsh proposed a motion to the 
effect that the suh-oommitteo formerly appointed 
(Messrs Whetter, Pieshaw, Fraer, and Mackel- 
lar), be requested to take steps for carrj'ing out 
tho object for which they were appointed vix-i 
the starting of an Atheiiojura Hall Company. 
There was not a word eaid by any. member of 
committee either for or i^ainst the proposal to 
build a hall-— the motion was tacitly agreed to. 
The resignation of Mr M. Fraer (hen. eecrefary) 
as a member of committee was tendered, and it 
was proposed and carried that Mr Fraer be, re- 
quested to withdraw it ; but this he declined to 
do. Mr Fraer, however, afterwards agreed to 
act as secretary nntil a successor is appointed. 
The remamderof the business was purely routine.

From the Cardrona we lourD that the 
prospecting party have abandoned the shaft at 
the foot of the terrace, on which they have been 
cng.aged for tho Inst fifteen motitha. They have 
lately been unable to keep under the large quan- 
tity of water which accumulated, and have 
therefore abaudoned the enterprise— having had 
no return whatever fur the many months of toil 
they have undergone.

A work of contiitlerablo magnitude is at 
l^prcsent being engaged in by a party of Chiaamea 
at the Arrow, which alforda a noteworthy iilua- . 
tration of tho energy and perseverance displayed 
by this iniiuBtriouB race,i Th^y have obtained a 
lease of twelve acres of ground in the bed of the 
river, ozteudidg dowirvvarda from the point at 
the back of the township. Prior .to the reesDt 
heavy flood, they had constructed a wall ahou’t 
a mile iu length, to confine the river to ^ narrow 
obannel, ioiemliug to paddock and run through " 
their tail-race the whole of the ground theyhava 
under lease. This tail-race, which Is about half*- ' 
a mile in length, is a meet substantial piece of 
work, being firmly built of stones for the greater 
part of the distance^ The wall, or embankment, .

KEGIKA AKD THE VERSUS 

WHETTEfl. 

To Ihe Jidiior of the Cromwell Arc;ds. 

Sir, — VVlien the Akgus and (^uardnen smarted 
into being some months ago in Orouiwell, those 
who were most; jealous for the peace of the dis- 
trict were appreheHsivo of a fierce rivalry, if not 
a deadly war, between the two Jiew-bom inter- 
ests. .The peculiar circumstances attending tho 
birth of the twin-bi-oibcrs seemed to foreshadow 
somo,auch result. News must ba collected from 
a very sparse, scattered population. The task 
of supplying reading matter for sixteen pr^^cs |)er 
week apparently half suggested, if it did not 
justify a stamling battle^ to fill up the empty 
spaces. But when the danger seemed must im- 
minent, the threatened sturui passed away, and 
inistesil of the old spectacle of the Kilkenny cats, 
the two papers Dmv fairly keep the pence to- 
wards each other, Yet there have net been 
wanting occasions when the Ouardlaii has half 
hin.te<l a desire to do battle in another <Ureution. 
These latent tendencies, though timidly put 
forth, were sufficient to show that the hidden 
fires were collecting, and the munitions r»f war 
ready ; and as soon as the case licgiaa v. Whet- 
ter came to a crisis, the Gturrcfmn opened its 
vials upon the head of the Mayoh His office 
and all mercy from the (?«ardfa« came to an euil 
together. He may expect a weekly Guardian- 
ship for the future ; bub it must be such as tho 
wolf shows the Iamb outside the fold, or the 
savage sko^ra his victim of war whom he scalps, 
and whose skull he ^lishes for a drinking cup, 
or from which he pours out a libation to his gods. 
A victory no doubt has been g.'iined, and tho 
Guardian wishes to ‘make the most of it for his 
friends. But ho ought to know, and does know, 
that meanmintlediicss always minimizes the value 
of such things. Haman’s gibbet would not have 
been seen if the mean coward had not made it so 
high. He over-acted his part ; hia success was 
his misfortune. To low minds victories are al- 
ways worse than defeats. The !.aw by which 
this result is reached is unerring in its aim, and 
ail but universal in its o|>eratlon. And there is 
no reason to think that the acbievetncnt over 
which tho Guardian makes merry with his 
friends will be an exception.

Why, gentle reaiWrT Has he 
discovorud hia mistake i Is ids purpose of extor- 
miu4ti(»n opou to tho weakness of any moral 
C(»u8idorationa 7 Huvo tho lust prejudices that 
some men are apt to feel where a good husband 
and father, an indusbrious tradesman, a peace- 
able citizen, and an huuest, sober man is cou- 
cenied, brought him to a pause 7 No— nothing 
of the kind. Ho hints at a law of lll>ol. This 
only restrains the gall and bitterness of his pen. 
Brave man that he is 1 How inagnauiitious I 
Ho would roast his victioi alive, but he will nob 
siuM bis own bocou. He has <lriven hioa on the 
broken ice, and wUl push him as fur from shore 
as he can ; but he must have his own feet upon 
teirafmia. The medal of tho Humane Society 
oulv can reward such noble conduct. 

But again, the Guardian wishes to show that 
in his zeal for the good of the Corporation, and 
desire to see the WBetter game played out, he is 
not at all poouliar. Tho world think on this 
subject as be does. He can bring evidences of 
this from InvcrcarmU-ce«n-Tuapeka. If he were 
standing aioue in this battle for right, he might 
perha|)s hositato. But he has only to look in 
that direction and he finds a bottlo-holder to 
bock him up. Unfortunately, however, it is 
but a dead body 'of hia own planting, — a pet 
child be iinide a pr€.^uut of to himself and then 
galvanised it into life ; and at tho point whore 
it was exj>ectGd to lend its first support, it was 
found, as in tho case of tho Italian doctor, to 
have tho wrong head oil Aud here it betrayed 
its paternity, fsaturo for feature, a very fac- 
simile of its parentage ; but as soon as touched 
by tho loader of last week’s A R(i uH, it collapsed : 
tho fancy man “ caved in,” and all that u left 
after the experiment is tho bespattering of his 
own bile. 

There is another subject gently touched by 
the Guardian, anci upon which I may venture a 
few remarks in conclusion. Boforo any steps 
had been taken to initiate the Broadsheet in this 
district, the CounoU minuted n resolution to the 
effect that any person or party venturing upon such 
a bold fltep should have a lease on easy terms of a 
suitable building site on the Town Keaerve. 
This was done, not in favour of the Argus any 
more than the Guardian, but as a lure to the first 
who should fulfil tho above condition. Tho 
Argus was first : the lease was granted. The 
Guardian came in secorid, out of breath, and 
complained of this aa one-sided, and tried his 
best to have this minute rescinded for his special 
behoof, but faileti. '| o the Guardian this was 
the wrong of all wrongs, and must be avenged 
by any means, fair or foul, that may keep him 
on the safe side of the libel lavr. He steps oack, 
and he bestows patronising glances on tho Conn- 
cilmcn : they may be on a level with most of 
their class ; but aU the while ho is collecting his 
might to run a muck at the arch-traitor that 
headed all the mischief. To have him hanged, 
drawn, and qii.artored would be all deliverances 
in one. Other successes that came short of this 
would count for nothing with the Guardian. 

With your x>ermis8ioii, Mr Editor, I will re- 
turn to this subject at another time. But lot 
not this, or any subsequent production, be re- 
garded as au ajwlogy for the late Mayor of Croin- 
wcll. This would bo to mistake the writer alto- 
gether. It would he a bad day for this district 
that would require an apology for a plain, houest 
man. It would be beneath the manhood of a 
cmninnniby of British subjects to surTor the in- 
fliction of au a^>o]ogy for virtuous citizenship, 
inflexible sobriety, and average ability modestly 
and honestly applied for the public weal. Till 
such qualities need apology, Whetter may leave 
his cause in the hands of Ills countrymen. They 
cannot tell him that he will not suiler in law ; 
bnt they can and ilo tell him that he shall not 
suffer ill the respect of all those whose esteem is 
worth anything. They can assure him that they 
are not unmoved spectators of the savaii^ on- 
slaughts of tho Guardian, and if they cannot 
avert, at least they hope to mitigate, future at- 
tackk And as for myself, no doubt the Guardian 
will reach my address weekly, and.

Cotter 
Bros, have commenced, and Gibson and 
Colclough purpose conimeucing next week. 

Mr Pope, our new teacher, is about to 
start a night school, and has already got 
the promise of ten scholars — four European 
miners and six Chinamen, two of the lat- 
ter being storekeepers, and the other four 
miners. The teacher is a favourite here 
already, and a.s such hits been liberally 
dealt witli. Ilis suUiy is £130 per an- 
num, and besides this, he has the fees from 
the night school, as well as first-class quar- 
ters, and a good garden, containing a plen- 
tiful supply of vegetables.

Their Bnocesa has caused very 
general rejoicing, and given fresh impetus 
to mining tii tho Surface Hill direction, 
which had previously been almost deserted. 

During the week, Mr Gilmore, who is 
well known hereabouts, narrowly escaped 
losing his life. He has just iKxighb into 
R claim at Blue Gully, aud was standing 
with his hack to the stripping, when liis 
mate, observing that a largo quantity of 
earth was about to fall, called out to Gil- 
more, who jumped aside, and thus escajied 
being buried in many tons of earth. He 
did not escape unsciitlied os it was, how- 
over, for he was knocked clown and terribly 
bniisecl and lamed. Tho work about this 
locality is getting more dangerous every 
month, as the height of tho stripping is 
increasing and the ground becoming more 
rotten from race leakage and exposure to 
the weather on the fltee. We have, how- 
ever, less dread of accidents now, iia most 
of the slnicers are old stagers at the work, 
and are quite familiar with the nature of 
the ground. 

We hear occasional whispers of pro- 
spectors having boon seen burrowing here 
and there on the Dunstan Ranges, and 
miniature tents are to bo seen in difterent 
places, presenting a contrast to tho sombre 
scliistos with which the ranges are covered, 
and disclosing the wlieri^abouts of the sup- 
posed reefers. Let \w liopo that they may 
be successful, arul bo tho means of more 
closely connecting Cromwell with St. 
Batiians by Biindry little townships* roads 
u!itl approaches. Tiiis I'eminds me of some 
remarks I read in the Ota^o IVitnejts about 
the short track to Bendigo Gully from the 
Dunedin road at Bhicks. Having tried it, 

I am prepared to say that a man who is 
merciful to his horse would prefer travel- 
ling through Clyde, for the climbing of the 
Duiistan Range is a tedious aud dangerous 
task, aud I scaroely think any time is 
saved, so rough is the track that way. 

We h.\ve endured a week’s very warm 
weather^Iiko the hot winds of Victoria 
passing over us. Springs and pools of 
water dried up, flowers and vogotablea 
withered, and the gardens, recently looking 
so flourishing, ai-o now quite barren and 
parched up. 

Our Btorckeepere have changed their 
prices very much of late, and moat articles 
are now quoted at Dunerlin prices— saving 
always the 41l>-loaf, which remains at Is 6d» 
Tlie only breaks in tho monotony of this 
place lately were a foot-race between 
Mackay, the jockey, and a miner of tliis 
place, which the former won ea.sLly j and 
last night we had a concert in aid of tho 
Dimstiin Hospital funds, on which occasion 
Messrs James Griei'son, who Is going to 
Cromwell, and Mr John Malvin, tho emi- 
nent violinist, who ia about to return to 
Scotland, mado their farewell bows. In 
Ml* Griei’son, we lose, and you gain, an ac- 
quisition j for lie has been for years past 
the leader at all concerts and entertain- 
ments, and on Sundays always led the choir 
in the church. Wo sludl indeed miss him 
Tory much. 

Talking about tho church, wo are going 
to lose our miniator-s — tho Messrs Rollnnd, 
wlio for a year past have, turn about (ono© 
a fortnight regularly), preached in our 
Httio cImvcK Tlicy aro going to Great 
Britain for a year, very much to our re- 
gret, so much have they won our regard 
by their earin^st lives And preaching. They 
bear most deservedly an excellent name in 
this district, and we shall bo glad to wel- 
come them buck next Christmas. 

The amount of money sent from this 
district to augment hospital funds during 
the last month has been, I think, about 
£25. This amount includes tho funds 
derived from last night’s entertainment 
We never hear anything about Local 
Committees now, and j>evhapa wo get on 
aa well without them.

DUNEDIN. 

( From our oion Oorrr^ipondent. } 

February 12, 1870. 

We have l»eou •flivourod with a bj)cI! of 
floe woathor during tlio past week. Diuit 
lias put in au a)>peavii]ico in the [daco of 
mud, aud we begin to fool that siimmor 
has not yot taken its dLqwrturo from thoiio 
coasts. 

In tho commercial world matters aro iu> 
brighter. More of tho retail houses aro 
evincing tlieir sliakiiiPHS by calling meet- 
ings of cicilitm-s, and there is a gunonil 
rush for nioney in lUI quartoi’s, Iiurgci 
estublishmonts uvo a great inistsko now-a 
days. In the old digging times Dunedin 
might have been able to 8u])[ioi*t them, but 
those days are gone, we fear never to re- 
turn ; and now the larger the storo the 
greater the doubts entertained aa to the 
stability of its occupants. 

The gua question is At the present time 
under consideration. Tlie tenders have 
been opened, and Mr A. K. Smith 'h is th© 
lowest. I understand however, that ha 
has neglected to lotig© the £fi00 depc ’it 
required ; anJ there are certain 
omitted from bia tender. 

Ono of our leading barristera 1ms he* \ 
bringing un action for trespass against tl i 
Corporation oHicerfl. . It apjiears that it 
is the custom of these functionaries, when 
they collect tlie rates, to go armeil with 
distress warrants, to ensure sj)eedy pay- 
ment, altliDugh the rates nuiy not liavo 
been previously aiipl ied for. >Ir Macassey , 
who hud been treated in this way, was s<> 
forcildy struck with the novelty and cour- 
teousneas of the proceeding, that he resolved 
to test its legality, Tlie verdict, however, 
was given against him ; but his Honour 
Mr Justice Ward took tlio ojiportiinity 
of censuring tho Corporation for thoir 
mode of action, Ono would almost bo led 
to surmise, from the jirevuiein;© of this 
practice, that it not only ])i*ivute indi- 
viduals and firms who are " hard up ” at 
tho present tinio. 

The Gold-fields Wardens’ Conference 
has made some imjiortant alterations iu 
and additions to the hitherto existing regu- 
lations for the Otago Gold-ficUls. Consi- 
derable advantage.^ are secured to the dis- 
coverers of new lodes ; tlio water regula- 
tions are placed on a better footing ; and 
discretionary power is now given to the 
Wardens on several important points. 

Tho YTarrior Queen has arrived, after a 
passage of 95 days from anchorage to an- 
chorage, or 83 days from land to land. 
Besides her lumnm freight, sho brought a 
cousignnient of j)as3engei*a of another class 
for the AccUinatiaation Society — ^consisting 
of between 300 and 400 English birds, 
and one hare. I hear that bares are now 
beginning to increase and multiply in this 
country, much to tho disgust of farcriers, 
who are praying for the time when powder 
and shot will b© allowed to work havoc 
amongst them. 

Some rather peculiar works are about 
to bo started at Kakanul Harbour, near 
Oamarij, in order to supersetio the use of 
Ruif-boats in t!ie loading of vessels. Tho 
plan is novel and ingenious j— a fair trial 
will ulone prove whether it ia practicable. 
Two wire ropes aro proposed to bo stretched 
from a conaiderablo elevation on a noigli- 
bouring cliff to an anchoi’ago in tho bay, 
beyond tho . reach of the surf. Boueiith 
these rojies will bo placed a pair of shear- 
legs, which will bo hiihl In position by the 
ropes and anchor; and beneath tho apex 
of Gicso shear-legs, and attached to them, 
a loading-stage is to bo erected. To tho 
wii *0 rope a system of jhiUovb and ti’avoUoi-s 
is to be connected, Tlie giEun, or other 
cargo, boing swung to ono of lliese pulleys, 
will be carried do^m to tho shige by its 
own weight, and at the same tiiiio draw 
back tho unloaded traveller. The vessel 
to be loaded is moored near to tlie otage, 
and when the grain reaches tlio stage it is 
to be placed iu a telescope “ shoot," through 
which it will slide down on to tho deck of 
the craft. Tlie importance of this inven- 
tion, should it prove as sound in practice 
as it appears to bo in theory, cannot well 
be over-estimated. 

The DuneiUn papers have been warmly 
discussing Mr Hulke's propos;il to effect a 
separation from the mother country. It is 
justly censured ou ull sides. For my own 
part, 1 can only look on bis draft memo- 
rial as being a kind of political curiosity 
wliich should bo carefully preserved for the 
edification of politicians yet unborn. The 
memorial runs, “ That whereas the Impe- 
rial Government having thought fit to 
withdraw its troops from this Colony, the 
memorialista aro of opinion that in future 
the Govornor’a salary ought to be dcfruyCLi 
out of tho iDiperiiil instead of the Colonial 
Exchequer, and that therefore tlio Logisla- 
tiU’C should refuse to pass the item of the. 
Governor’s salary or, in other words, 
tho sapient moinorialista want to have no- 
thing to do with citlior the British Qovorn- 
mom. or a )3ritish Governor. AtthispoiiU 
wo presume that Die ojiinionsof tlio-so wor- 
thy savans diverge, und, as regards futmr. 
Government, point in every direction b;'* 
tween despotic monarchy and anarchy it- 
self. It is some comfort to know that th^- 
still Joyal-hcarted proplo of New ZcalaTui 
arc likely to treat the originator of thir, 
scliCJiie, tliG mcinoriid itseir, umi the menu?- 
rialisl.s, with .some portion of llint contempt

New Zealand Plax. 

f/’rosi (Atf Southern Cro/te,) 

A flax bush praporly ti-eiitod will yield 
two crops a year, or, in other wonls, every 
aore of ground will produce fifteen tons of 
green flax — about two tons of fibre, This, 
sold at the low price of £20 per ton, gives 
£40. per aore, or £40,000 from 1000 acres 
Flax, like every other article of commerce, 
commands a prioe aecording to quality — 
inferior grades being about £20 per ton, a 
better quality from £30 to £40, while 
extra fine is worth £50 per ton. At the 
latter figure, 1000 acres of flax bush would 
produce £100,000 par annum. It cannot 
bo expected, however, that the entire pro- 
duct of an estate will be extra fine. A 
fair way of arriving at the aggregate yield 
would be to divide tbe gross amount into 
first, second, and third classes, and accept 
£40 03 tbe mean prioe, which would give 
£80,000 a year. The following is an esti- 
mate of the coat of pieporing and putting 
into the market four tons i — Depreciation 
of machinery, 12s; eight men’s wages, at 
35s per week, £10 ; one man at engine, 
35s ; twelve lads, at 12s, £7 4s ; 24 tons 
of green flax, at 15s, £18 ; packing, baling, 
dm., £4 ; 3 tons 8 owt of coal, at 20s, 
£3 8s ; freight and sundry other expenses, 
say £8 : making a total of £51 19a for 
four tons, or £18 19a 9d for one ton. 
Deducting this sum from £40, the mean 
price of the fibre, we have £37 Os 3d left 
as a nett profit per ton, or £54,050 on the 
2000 tons of fibre taken from 1000 aores 
of land. The estimated coat of machinery 
is : An eight-horse engine (with Cornish 
boilers), £200 ; four machines at £33, 
£84 ; scutching hooka, £15 ; one screw 
press, £12 ; building, £185; making the 
total coat of a mill £500. All this refers 
to tbe mauufaoture of indigenous flax, with 
the present rude appliances and compara- 
tively unskilled workmen. Were it, like 
many Other branches of industry, reduced 
to a science, tbe estates cleared off, the 
best quality of flax planted and properly 
cultivated, gathered carefully, and nmna- 
factured with a view of producing the 
finest and whitest fibre, tlie pi'ofits per 
annum would be very largely increased. 



Death by Hanging. 

Tfie Pall Mall GaxetU has discussed with 
painful minuteness the whole physiology 
of hanging. As practised in England, it 
is undoubtedly a niethod of killing which 
causes great .sufferiug.s. There is no greater 
mistake than th« general opinion of a 
community that a criminal who is hanged 
suffers little if any pain ; that dislocation 
of the neck is insured, aud that thereupon 
sensation is at an end almost immediately. 
On the contrary, we learn that of the hun- 
dreds of prisoners executed at Newgate 
and elsewhere during the last twenty 
years, not more than two or three have 
had their necks dislocated. The others 
have been choked, or killed in a manner 
which would be forbidden in n slaughter 
bouse— a manner involving protracted 
agony and terrible suffering. It has been 
necessary to conceal this fact from the 
public. To their eyes, all executions seem 
alike. The culprit is “ launched into 
eternity’’ mute and motionless. This, it 
seem.s, is because (since one miserable 
wretch got his feet on the scaffold after 
the drop had fallen) an ingenious aud 
elaborate adjustment of leather stmps was 
devised to prevent such ghastly accidents 
in futura If (says the Gazette) those whose 
duty has compelled them to stand near the 
gallows on the occasion of many executions 
told us truthfully what really happens, we 
believe they would give us the following 
aooount i — “ When the drop falls the cul- ' 
prit struggles violently for about three- 
quarters of a minute, his head then drops 
on one side, he becomes insensible, and 
the reportei’S say he is " launched into 
eternity.” Reporters are, however (con- 
tinues the Gazette), liable to error, aud 
never more so than on these terrible occa- 
sions when the account of the closing scene 
is generally written beforehand. Though 
the man is motionless, the end is not come 
yet. Tbe culprit, reviving from 'his faint, 
returns again to time from eternity, and 
the violent heaving of his' chest shews the 
fearful nature of a second struggle, which 
would be evident to all but for the happy 
thought of the straps. This second agony 
varies in duration very much, but its ave- 
rage duration is about tw.o minutes, mea- 
sured by our time. — Men have been hanged, 
have recovered, and have told of their 
sensations. Such a case is that of John 
Smith, who was hanged at Tybum in 1706. 
The body had swung fifteen minutes, when 
a reprieve came. He was then out down 
and bled, and shortly after revived. He 
thus described his feelings ; When turned 
off he was for some time sensible of very 
great pain occasioned by the weight of Ids 
body, and felt his spirits in a strange com- 
motion, violently preasiug upwards : that, 
having forced their way to his liead, he, as 
it were, saw a grant blaze or glaring light, 
which seemed to go out at once with a 
flash, and then he lost all sense of pain. 
Then, after he was cut down and began to 
come to himself, the blood and spirits, 
forcing themselves into Iheir former chan- 
nels, put him, by a aorfc of pricking or 
shooting, to snub intojciablo pain that lie 
could iiavc wished those hanged who hail 
cut him down. 



The Western World. 

The completion of the railroad across 
America, ftom the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
makes Americana calculate on a number 
of travellers to visit the wonders of that 
which is still the new world. One of tho 
grandest sights on the Pacific side is de- 
clared to he the valley of the Yoseiiiite, in 
the Sierra range, about 250 miles east of 
San rrancisco. The lii-st time a white 
map ever entered it was in 1848, and even 
now the journey is “somewhat hard." 
The way from San Francisco is by way of 
Stockton, a town 1 10 miles due east, and 
this part of the journey is done by river 
steamers, the next hundred miles by stages, 
and the last forty-three by saddle horses, 
which in two days (the riders camping in 
the woods for the night) bring the travel- 
lers to Inspiration Point, where the whole 
magnificence of the Yesomlte burst.s upon 
the view, Tho valley is ten miles long and 
three wide. Its sides are granite walls, 
from 2000ft to 4500ft high. Great domes 
and pyramids rise above the deep hollow, 
at the bottom of which is a little lake and 
stream. A small river, 70ft wide, tumbles 
over on one side of the immense height, 
coming down in three falls, the firat of 
them 1 300ft. In the valley are nooks and 
bits of scenery of rare beauty, contrasting 
almost strangely with the solemn grandeur 
of the surrounding walls and peaks. The 
spot is more than a place for summer re- 
sort — it is one of the wonders of creation. 
It is boasted that no one ever made the 
trip and returned dmappointad. At Stock- 
ton the tourist may turn aside, and a ride 
of 72 miles will bring him to the Calaveras 
grove of big trees. There are 92 trees, 
ranging in height from 150 to 327 feet, 
and from ten to 30 feet in diameter. Their 
age is supposed to be from 1 200 to ’ 2300 
years. There is another grove, only six 
miles from Mariposa, on the Yosemite 
route, containing 427 trees,' the largest 34ft 
in diameter. The Geysers are another 
wonder of Callforma. They are about 60 
miles north of San Francisco. Hundreds 
of springs of all kinds, coloui-s, and tem- 
peratures are to be seen, with immense de- 
posits of sulphur, alum, magnesia, epsoni 
salts, aud other minerals. The puffing and 
roaring of the steam which issues from 
every crevice in the rocks, and rushes with 
great violence from “ Steamboat Springs," 
the dashing and surging of black boiling 
water in the unfatliomable depths of the 
“ 'Witches’ Cauldron,” and the sulphurous 
fumes which fill the air, produce and an in- 
describable effect on the beholder.. 



Matrimonial Advances, 

The Rev. Dr Bushnell, in his new book, 
Jlte Reform agaimt Mature, writes on this 
subject as follows : — 

“ There is one matter where a genuine 
reform would accomplish mora for womeu, 
as I verily believe, and take them out of 
the corner that now pinches them a great 
deal more chrtainly than to give them the 
right of suffrage and of civil office ; having 
also the further advantage that it would 
give them a more open way to the proper 
woman’s life, for which they are better 
made, instead of taking them off into quaei 
battles with men for points of precedence 
and prerogatives of government which do 
not belong to them and never can. I 
speak here of a reform that takes off or 
somehow loosens the embargo on women, 
as respects advances towards marriage. 
The assumption now is, that women must 
first be lassoed and taken, courted long and 
skilfully then, and almost to the death, be- 
fore they can venture an approving look. 
If they cannot be conquered then, they 
must not be had, and they must take this 
ground themselvea On one side there 
must be a close fence of prudery, hard as 
possible to get over ; and on the other, the 
man who will try, must go to it bravely, 
which, alas for modesty, is likely to be 
quite impossible. Full three quarters of 
the men who get stuck in their bachelor 
life, and are never married, are, in fact, the 
most inborn adorers of women such as 
never in their life can muster courage for 
any advance, just because the shrine they 
look upon has too much divinity in' it for 
their mortal approach. Of course it will 
not db for women to put themselves in a 
way of being suitors to men. That kind 
of suitoi'ship would even be an offence, 
and raise a scene of repulsion ) nobody 
would recommend to women that they get 
over their modesty ; but the almost cholic 
stringency of what are called good manners 
in tois matter might be relaxed, and 
with great advantage.* Tbe present iron- 
clad modesty, which is simply ridiculous 
in either party, might be so far mitigated 
AS to let feeling feel its way, and carry on 
its own courtship, requiring no restriction 
save the restriction of tho words and for- 
mal advances, and allowing nature to in- 
terpret and work out their problem ham- 
pered by no unnatural coyislmess. Wo- 
men cannot be forward and bold, but they 
are now a great way further off than they 
neod be.

An Extraordinary Story. 

Tho Era, commenting on tho death of 
Mrs Charles Mathews (the mother of tho 
now living distingiii.sliod comedian, and 
the widow of an eminent actor who de- 
parted this life tlurty-foiir years ago), tolls 
this strange story as to the eourtsliip and 
marriage of the deceased lady. Thu first 
wife of Mr Charles Mathews senior was 
Miss Strong, the daughter of a physician 
at Exeter. In 1801 she oxliiliited symp- 
toms of a decliuo. One evening towards, 
the close of her. brief life, Mts Mathows 
sent her husband to request that Miss 
Jackson would visit her on the following 
day. When the young actress arrived 
Mrs Mathews, propped up in bed, main- 
tained a lively conversation until her 
husband came im Avowing her convic- 
tion that no human skill could prolong her 
life, she adverted to her affection for Miss 
Jackson, and to that young lady’s unpro - 1 
tooted state ; and then, taking her hand, 
and that of Mr Mathews, and pressing 
both to her own feverish lips in a solemn 
manner, conjured them to take compassion 
'upon her anxiety, and pledge themselves 
to become man and wife after her death. 
Mr Mathews reproved his wife with some 
impetuosity for placing him in such a 
dilemma, and Mias Jackson, throwing 
herself upon her knees, besought the 
pardon of the dying woman for her 
refusal to comply, representing the im- 
possibility of bar affiancing herself to a 
man for whom she entertained no warmer 
feeling than that of friendship. Sha then 
quitted the chamber, followed by Mr 
Mathews, who implored her not to harbour 
a suspicion that he h.ad been aware of 
his wife's intentions. In the May follow- 
ing, Mrs Mathews' illness terminated in 
death. For some time after that event, a 
natural degree of distance was observed be- 
tween the widower and Miss Jackson. By 
degrees, however, the mutual coolness wore 
off, and a feeling of regard was growing up 
between them, when a eiroumstauoe oc- 
cu rred still more remarkable than the dying 
woman’s appeal. Mr Mathews' account of 
his impression was as follows ; — “ He had 
gone to rest after a very late night’s per- 
formance at the theatre, finding him.sclf ! 
too fatigued to sit up to his usual hour to 
read ; but after he was in bed, he disco- 
vered that to close his eyes was an impossi- 
bility. He had no light, nor the means of 
getting one, all the family being in bed, lait 
the night was not absolutely dark, it was 
only too dark for the ^purpose of reading ; 
indeed, every object was visible. Suddenly 
a slight rustling, as if of a hasty approach 
of something, induced him to turn his head 
to that side of the bed whence the noise 
Seemsd to proceed, and there he clearly be- 
held the figure -of his wife, in her habit, a* 
she lived, who, smiling sweetly upon him, 
put forth her hand to take his, as she bent 
forward. This was all he could relate, for in 
shrinking from the contact with the figure 
he beheld, he threw himself out of bed upon 
the floor, where the fall having alarmed 
the house, his landlord found him in a fit. 
On his recovery he related the cause of the 
accident, aud the whole of the following 
day he remained extremely ill, and was 
unable to quit his room." The remarkable 
fact is that at the exact hour at which Mr 
Mathews was thus affected, a vision of the 
Sam* kind occurred to Miss Jackson. 
“ The same sleepless effect," she says, 
“ the same cause of terror, had occasioned 
me to seize hold of the bell-rope in order 
to summon the people of the house, which 
giving way at the moment, I fell with it 
in my hand upon the ground.” After such 
a sympathy between the widower and the 
friend of the departed wife, it was not 
surprising that the dying request should 
be fulfilled. On the 23th of March, 1803, 
Miss Jackson became Mrs Mathews. 



A Steam Oar for Juggernaut. 

Religious duties are already to some 
extent performed by steam, and we may 
look to see still further application of steam 
power in the same direction. Singularly 
\ enough, it is the religious conservatism of 
tho old wolrd, and not the progiess in 
faith of the new, which has made use of 
the steam-engine. Moluimmedanism per- 
mits its devotees to lighten their pilgrim- 
ages by availing themselves of the steam- 
' ships and railways of the infidels, The 
caravan which used to cross the desert 
from Egypt to Mecca is practically obsolete, 
and pilgrims now purchase third class re- 
turn tickets over the Suez railways and the 
Red Sea steam ship line. The Hindoo fol- 
lower of Brahma is not behind his Mahom- 
medan fellow-pilgrim in his willingness to 
accomplish his ignoranca by steam ; and, 
yearly, many thousands of devout Hindoos 
are whirled over tho Indian railways to 
Benares, or towards the sacred source to | 
the Ganges. But the most extraordinary | 
instancB of the combination and devotion | 
has just boon proposed. It is no less .start- 1 
ling a proposition than that of mounting ; 
the oar of Juggernaut on a series of railway 
trucks, and so permitting the locomotive 
to drag the saored car, to tho the great re- 
lief of tho arms of tho faithful. Tho ad- 
vantage of such a plan is obvious. The 
car would be dragg^ further, faster, and 
easier than it Is at present, and the wor- 
shippers wlio desire to throw themselves 
under tho wheel could do so with the cer- 
tainty of a neat and satisflictory death. 
The locomotive may yet revive, the waning 
j popularity of Juggernaut. 
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An Bocentrioity. 

The late elder John Smith, of Kentucky, 
who died recently at an advanced age, woe 
one of the most eooentrio wits south of tho 
Ohio River. He was fainiliarly known 
throughout Kentucky and the West b'/ 
the Boubriquot of “Raccoon Smitli." 
While attending one of the meetings of 
, the Baptists, a tall, lank, green siieciniou 
! of humanity proaented himself before tho 
association to grant him the ncce.ssary 
license. In addition to his stupidity, 
young Weeks was the possessor of as ugly 
a pair of feet os ever trod slioe-leathiir.

and between them tock place the follow- 
ing conversation : — Smith : " So, Brother 
Weeks, you think you have a special call 
to preach f Weeks; “ Yes— the Lord has 
called mo to tho work." Smith : “ Do 
you believe tho Bible, Brother Wccksl " 
Weeks ; “ Certainly I do — every word of 
it." Smith : “ Well, if I can prove by 
the Bible that you are not called on to 
preach will you be satisfied to clroji the 
matter 1" Brother W eeka assented to 
this, and, “ Raccoon Smith" dclibarately 
opened the New Testament at Romans x. 
15, and in a grave tone read : “ How 
beautiful are the feet of them that ]>reaeli 
the gospel of peace,” iko. ; then glancing at 
Weeks' feet remarked : “You see. Brother 
Weeks, that the feel of the preaclioi'.s 
are beautiful ; yon. Sir, have the most 
monstrous ugly feet of any man in tbe 
State in Kentucky ; therefore by the Bible 
it is clear that you have not been specially 
called.” As Smith finished his remarks 
the entire association want off into a 
paroxysm of laughter, and Weeks really 
concluding that he had not been “ called," 
bolted from the meeting-house, and never 
afterwarda annoyed the association for a 
license. 



Beecher's Ad'vicB to Young Doctors. 

Henry Ward Beecher gives young doc- 
tora the following advice ; — “ It Is nature 
that cures. The less a doctor does the better 
for his patient. It is the doctor's business 
to take tbe credit of what nature does. 
Cultivate a look of mystery. Every mother 
of a sick child studies the doctor's face. 
Gome in softly, but with the air of 
a mild conqueror. Jjook piercingly at the 
patient. Then look from one to another 
of the persons present. Say to the nurse, 
in a low tone, ‘ I think you have a right 
■view of tbe ease ,•’ aud before you leave say 
to the mother, ‘ I could not have done more 
for the ease inyself than yoh have done.’" 
If the child gets' well, as it will, nine time* 
in ten, if you let it alone, you will havw 
the credit in that femily of extraordinary- 
skill. If it dies, it. will only bring out the 
moral view, *'We must alt die. When 
one’s time comes no skill can cure,’ etc.- 
But if you really mean to'try Hie medicine • 
dodge, you must choose your schooL If 
you are to bo an allopathic, you need but 
three things ; opium, calomel, aud anti- 
mony. Anything, that cannot be reached 
by them ought not tO' be cured. With 
these three Bwords;you cau slay all diseases 
or all the patients.; and in either case there i 
is an end of suffering. If you select tho • 
homceopathic treatment, . you have only to ■ 
buy a manual and a box. — about as large ■ 
as a cigar box — of pillules or tinctures. . 
After a little time, you cjtn put pifi to sys- 
tem as rapidly as the post-office dirk can ■ 
distribute the names aud boxes; If silence ■ 
and mystery are not your forte, you may 
have equal success by judicious talking. . 
Many people can be talked out of anything.. 
If laudatory words do not abate symptoms,, 
they may increase reputation. The patien It 
may die, but,, if those that still live think 
that you are the most kno'ving doctor that 
ever they met. (and it hr your fault if they 
do not), then you are sure of being called, 
again. Always have. an. eye to tho future. 
Whoever dies, see..that the living like you.. 
Dead mnn, furnish- no pi'acticc.”
